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University Tax Support Hiked 23%

A 23% increase in state tax support for the 


University of Nebraska won first stage floor ap- 
proval in the Legislature Wednesday. 


The J95.3 million general fund recommenda- 


tion of the Appropriations Committee was sent on 
its way across the legislative board after a full day 
of discussion. 


The committee's proposed tax support level is 


$18 million above the current NU budget figure and 
more than $11 million higher than the 9% hike 
recommended by Gov. J. James Exon. 


Approval came a piece at a time, and set the 


stage for a veto confrontation with the governor in 
the fading days of the 1976 session. 


First, however, the bill will be subject to 


amendment at second stage floor consideration. 


Cuts Attempted 


Sen. Donald Dworak of Columbus led the way 


in challenging the committee's figures and 
attempted, in vain, to slice nearly $1.7 million from 
the NU budget recommendation. 


After more than five hours of painfully slow 


progress, the higher education budget bill, which 
also contains funding for the state college system 
and state aid for technical community colleges, 
cleared its initial floor test on a 26-3 vote. 


Dissenting votes were cast by Sens. Walter 


George of Blair, Ralhp Kelly of Grand Island and 
Gerald Koch of Ralston. 


Division Of Funds 


Although some of the funds will pass through 


the central system office in the budget document, 
here is how the tax support would be divided 
among the campuses: 


—$51 million at Lincoln. 
—$27.4 million at the Medical Center in 


Omaha. 


—$12.9 million at the University of Nebraska at 


Omaha. 


The remaining $4 million would fund 


systemwide operations. 


Lincoln campus funding attracted the most 


negative votes. 


Improvement Sought 


The instructional budget proposal for Lincoln's

Promised Alaskan Oil 
Going To Wrong Place

Washington — Long-awaited 


Alaskan oil. touted by two 
presidents as an important con- 
tribution to U.S. energy self- 
sufficiency, appears to be 
planned for delivery to where it 
isn't needed, the federal govern-, 
ment now concedes. 


When the oil from the Arctic 


North Slope is ready for delivery 
in late 1977 or early 1978, Califor- 
nia — where it is headed — 
probably won't able to use it, the 
Federal Energy Administration 
says. 


And unless a transportation 


system is developed to move the 
oil from the West Coast to where 
it is needed — the Midwest and 
the East — the oil may either 
have to be "shut in," meaning 
not produced, or sold to foreign 
countries, FEA says. 


The prediction that Alaskan 


oil would go to the wrong place 
was one of the prime arguments 
advanced by environmentalists 
who held up the controversial 
Alaskan pipeline project for 
nearly three years. The pipeline 
project was approved only in the 
wake of the Arab oil embargo in 
1973. 


Environmentalists Right 


The new FEA stance appears 


to back up the environmen- 
talists' contentions. 


It came to light when the FEA 


formally asked the Federal 
Power Commission "to speed" a 
decision affecting development 
of-a crude oil pipeline system 
from California to Texas. 


In its intervention, FEA asked 


the FPC to rule quickly on 
whether the El Paso Natural 
Gas Co. can abandon a 700-mile 
stretch of natural gas pipeline. 
The objective, according to an 
FEA official, is to convert the 
pipeline to one capable of 
carrying oil. 


According to the official, the 


conversion, along with expan- 
ding the pipeline at both ends, 
would be to carry Alaskan oil 
from California, where it will 
not be needed. East. 


Current Plans 


Current plans are for the 789- 


mile. $7-biUion trans-Alaskan 
pipeline to carry oil from the 
North Slope to the ice-free port 
of Valdez on the southern coast 
of the state. From there, the oil 
would be transported tanker to 
Washington and headed for 
California via pipeline. 


At first, delivery will amount 


to around 600,000 barrels of oil a 
day. to be expanded later to two 
million barrels a day. 


The FEA spokesman said 


California did not need the oil 
because it was getting what it 
needs from Indonesia, con- 
sidered a "safe" importer, 
meaning one not likely to par- 


ticipate in any embargo, as well 
as having offshore oil and 
further projected oil from a 
naval reserve that likely will be 
in production by then. 


"The historical pattern of 


California is that it is energy self- 
sufficient," the official said. 


When asked how he would 


have commented at the height of 
the Alaska pipeline controversy, 
he replied: "Well, luckily,"I 
wasn't around at the time." 


Canadian Route Wanted 


Environmentalists, backed by 


Midwesterners and Easterners, 
had argued that a better route 
for the pipeline would have been 
through Canada, to deliver oil to 
the Midwest. 


When asked what FEA would 


do if the FPC does not act on the 
pipeline proposal, the official 
said the energy agency would 
have to look at other means of 
getting the oil out from the West 
Coast. 


Asked what methods were 


being considered, he said that 
one would involve transporting 
the surplus, which amounts to 
half of the Alaskan oil, in tankers 
around the coast of South 
America. 


This long-distance routing 


presumably would raise the cost 
of oil to consumers and risk 
tanker spills off stormy Cape 
Horn. 


Mother Praises Patty 
As Worm, Loving Girl' 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 


Patricia Hearst's mother, 
praising her daughter from the 
witness stand Wednesday as "a 
warm and loving girl," spoke the 
last words of testimony beard by 
jurors in the eight-week-old bank 
robbery trial. 


But in an odd twist, the ac- 


cused heiress' own tape- 
recorded voice — speaking 
words of defiance and profanity 
— was the last sound the seven- 
woman, five-man jury heard as 
evidence. 


They had beard testimony 


from 67 witnesses and were 
given more than 100 exhibits to 
consider by the time Mrs. Hearst 
concluded her appearance and 
the judge declared the evidence 
closed. 


U.S. District Court Judge 


Oliver J. Carter toM the panel 
that the case, now 37 days old, 


would be placed in their bands 
Friday. 


"How long it will take you to 


deliberate no one knows," he 
said, "not even you at this tune. 
So don't try to figure it out 
now." 


He said they would be ordered 


to deliberate through the 
weekend, adding: "We will men 
await your verdict" 


On the taped jail conversation 


with a girlhood friend, MBS 
Hearst is heard angrily reacting 
to her arrest Upon her release, 
she says, "IH be able to teQ you 
like aU kinds of stories you just 
wouldn't believe, man."

Wednesday's decisions was to add $7.3 million in 
committee amendments to its original $88 million 
university budget proposal. 


Dworak complained that the committee was

'This legislative body does not reflect the basic 


thinking of Nebraskans" if it accepts that kind of 
budget hike. Dworak said. 


"They've had enough taxes and they've had 


enough government." 


Dworak attempted to cut nearly $920.000 in im- 


provement funding at the Institute of Agriculture, a 
$300.000 UNO appropriation for program im- 
provements and $450.000 to purchase a 
sophisticated head scanner at the Medical Center 


His agriculture funding proposal was rejected 


on a 5-32 count, and the UNO proposal fell on a 8-27 
thumping. The third amendment was then 
dropped. 


Sen. Glenn Goodrich of Omaha, an Ap- 


propriations Committee member, took the lead in 
presenting the committee's proposals to the 
Unicameral. 


Figures Disowned 


Appropriations Chairman Richard Marvel of 


Hastings had already disowned them, and Vice 
Chairman Robert Clark of Sidney acidly suggested 


"Don't worry about the 
taxpayers." 


Goodrich won 32-0 approval of an amendment 


to provide non-professional employes at NU and 
the colleges with flat 6/ salary hikes on July 1, and 
increase salary budgets by another \", to fund a 
pool for merit pay increases. 


No employe could receive a total pay raise for 


fiscal 1976-77 exceeding $1,200. 


Professional employes i faculty members and 


administrators i would receive varying salary hikes 
from a T", increase in salary budgets, distributed in 
whatever manner the institutions wish. 


Games Proposed 


At the end of the debate. Koch tried to make 


operational funding for the new Sports Center in 
Lincoln contingent on 1977-78 basketball games 
between Nebraska and both Creighton University 
and UNO.

Study Favored 
On Doctor Fees

State Sen. Robert Clark of 


Sidney said Wednesday he will 
sponsor a resolution directing an 
interim legislative committee 
study of professional fees earned 
by University of Nebraska 
Medical Center faculty 
members. 


Clark said he was drafting the 


resolution in response to dis- 
closures by The Star that not a 
single Medical Center faculty 
member has filed a report of 
professional fees earned in addi- 
tion to state salaries. 


The reports, required by a 


1974 law. are supposed to be 
filed with the Administrative 
Sen-ices Department by Jan. 10 
of each year. The reports are 
then to be turned over to the Ap- 
propriations Committee. 


Only Two Reports 


A check Wednesday- 


revealed only two faculty 
members, neither from the Med 
Center, have filed such reports 
for 1975. For 1974 four reports 
were filed but none from Med 
Center faculty. 


State law directs the state 


treasurer to withhold paychecks 
of those who fail to file reports. 
Reports are required for 
professional and consulting fees 
exceeding $10.000 annually. 


''This is such an important 


thing that I think certainly an ac- 
counting should be made." Clark 
said in an interview. 


"I'm not caring where it goes. 


I don't care if they're making 
S100.000. I'm not against the doc- 
tors getting it. Every other 
medical school keeps track of 
these fees; I don't know why we 
shouldn't." 


An audit of the Nebraska Clin- 


cians Group professional fees of- 
fice indicated the Med Center 
doctors spent S506.000 last year 
to collect the private fees earned 
through the Med Center. 
Roughly. $260.000 of that was 
spent for office staff. 


Some officials have felt that 


professional fees may be the 
largest untapped source of 
revenue for the university 
system. A survey of Big Eight 
med schools indicated all but 
Nebraska either limited 
professional fees or time spent 
by faculty members on such 
patients 


Hospital Provided 


Clark said. "This monev is 


being generated because the 
state is providing the hospital." 


If r e p o r t i n g of t h e s e 


professional fees causes an 
"exodus" of Med Center staff. 
Clark said "there is something 
wrong." 


Clark said he would prefer 


having the Appropriations Com- 
mittee conduct the study. 


Med Center Chancellor Robert 


Sparks Wednesday could not say- 
how much the faculty members 
collected in professional fees, 
since he said a 1974 agreement 
with the Board of Regents keeps 
professional fee income con- 
fidential. 


Sparks said the clincians group 


questions whether it should be 
interpreted as "part of the un- 
iversity" and wants a court to 
decide. 


The group maintains the 


agreement with the regents 
takes precedence over the state 
law. 


The agreement stipulates thjt 


doctors' professional fees shall 
be reported by levels of income 
and number of persons, but not 
by names. 


A recent study by the gover- 


nor's commission on university- 
funding was unable to secure in- 
formation on professional fees 
for its comparison.

Rising Cosfs, Tough Standards Force Water Bills Up 
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Naval Cutback Planned 


New York - The price of water is going up in 


many areas because the nation's waterlupply 
systems are faced with rising operating costs and 
tough new state and federal water quality stan- 
dards. 


Sizable water rate increases have been im- 


posed in a number of cities and towns in recent 
months by municipal and privately owned water 
systems. And regulatory and industry estimates 
are that more increases will be imposed more 
frequently on a broader scale during the next 5 to 
10 years. 


The increases range from a 39% rise by the 


City of Detroit, which supplies water to nearly 
half the state of Michigan, to a 9% advance for 
most of the 190,000 customers of Southern 
California Water Co. 


Water systems in the 26 counties under the 


jurisdiction of the Florida Public Service Com- 


mission recently received rate increases 
averaging 31%, while the 90,000 customers ol 
New Haven Water Co. in Connecticut were issued 
a 20% rate increase last year. 


"Ten years from now water rates will 


probably be three times what they are today, but 
even at that price it is still a good bargain," said 
Charles E. Woods, president of New Haven Water 
Co. For most of its residential customers, the 
New Haven company's average annual bill ranges 
from $130 to $140. 


At Southern California Water Co., president 


William F. Franklin, said that virtually all water 
systems serving a substantial number of 
customers had experienced sharp increases in 
costs from every direction — chemicals to treat 
water, energy to run pumping stations, delivery 
systems, construction and labor costs. 


Although water is still cheap when compared 


with other utility services, the recent wave of in- 


creases and prospects for more have apparently 
disgruntled consumers in some areas, according 
to Eric F. Johnson, executive director of the 
American Waterworks Association, the principal 
trade association of the nation's municipally 
owned and privately owned water systems. 


"We're going to have to charge more for 


water than in the past," Johnson said. "People 
have taken the water supply pretty much for 
granted and feel that since it comes from rain it 
ought to be free. And many water systems 
haven't done a good job in promoting the fact that 
it's not." 


Another major concern of many water 


systems in terms of rising costs is the safe 
drinking water act of 1974 and the stringent 
requirements it may place on some water systems 
after enforcement of the act begins in 1977. Some 
states have already adopted uniform water quali- 


Grain Inspection Bill Approved 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


House Agriculture Committee 
approved on Wednesday a bill 
that would limit grain in- 
spection at all U.S. export ter- 
minals to either state or fedeal 
employes. 


The legislation, approved 32 to 


5, was developed in response to a 
continuing scandal at the key 
grain ports on the Gulf Coast and 
some other points. 


Established decades ago, the 


present system uses state and 
private agencies for the in- 
spections. Both the state and 
private agencies are certified by 
the Agriculture Department. 
The individual employes are 
licensed to weigh, sample and 
grade the grain. Many of the 
private inspection firms have 
ties to the grain merchants. 


Under the committee's bill, 


state or local government, 
boards of trade, chambers of 
commerce or other private or- 
ganizations would be designated 
by the agriculture secretary to 
carry out those services at inland 
points only. The private agencies 
now do this throughout the 
marketing system. Under the 
bill, if private agencies are not 
judged competent to do that 
work, USOA inspectors could be 
ordered to do it at inland points. 
USDA inspectors would handle 
export terminals. 


Under the present set-up, 


USDA inspectors are strictly 
supervisors. They make spot 
checks of the private in- 
spectors' work, take appeals 
from sellers or foreign buyers 
and help in investigations of cor- 
ruption charges. 


USDA opposed all the bills in- 


troduced to change the system. 


The committee said that its 


bill mandates "federal in- 
spection" at the ports because, 
even if a state agency were 
designated to inspect at them, 
the standards and procedures 
would be those used by federal 
inspectors. 


The measure also bans an in- 


spection agency's financial ties 
to a grain storage or merchan- 
dising firm. 


But it would allow USDA to 


certify a grain exchange, board 
of trade or chamber of com- 
merce if it determines that the 
conflicts would not jeopardize 
the integrity, effectiveness or 
objectivity of the inspections. 


The bill would also bring the 


responsibility for weighing grain 
shipments at the port terminals 
under the authority of federal or 
state employes. 


$33.4 B////OH Authorization For Arms 
OKd By House Military Committee 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


House Armed Services Com- 
mittee approved on Wednesday 
a $33.4 billion authorization for 
military weapons and equip- 
ment, 1698.6 million more than 
President Ford requested. 


In the authorization for the 


fiscal year starting Oct. 1 the 
committee added an extra fl.l 
billion for building a net total of 
20 new ships, rather than the 16 
asked for by Ford.

Ronald Reagan's optimistic 


statements in the face of a string of five 
primary defeats are the mark of a man 
whose zeal has overpowered his sense of 
reality. 


"We appear to have met our goal in 


Illinois with something over 40% of the 
vote," he said after his drubbing at the 
hands of President Ford. It is almost as if 
he has convinced himself that at the very 
least he can win 40% of the nomination and 
if elected, govern 40% of the country. 


There may he a few better days ahead 


for the former California governor, but at 
this point it has to look like a challenge that 
failed to produce the only result worth 
having — the nomination. Reagan and his 
backers are only kidding themselves if they 
think that his running to keep Ford close to 
the conservative path is worth the 
sustained effort. Reagan is a conservative 
and Ford is a conservative and the issue 


was competence and leadership, not 
philosophy. 


But Reagan has undertaken a 


courageous task in confronting an incum- 
bent president and has acquitted it com- 
mendably. He has gone head to head with a 
basically honest and likeable politician in a 
time of relative peace and bettering 
economic conditions and came awfully 
close to upsetting the incumbent's apple 
cart at first. But the percentage difference 
between the two gets wider as the 
primaries fly by. The rock-hard conser- 
vative wing is sending a message, but not a 
nominee, to Kansas City. 


And it may be, in the next few weeks 


and possibly days, that the Reagan forces 
and possibly the candidate himself will see 
the value to the party of giving up the 
challenge game for another effort—that of 
healing rifts to make easier the difficult 
task of keeping a minority party candidate 
in the White House for a third consecutive 
term. 


Recognizing The Noise Problem 


Local officials will meet this week to 


discuss a potential problem of the effects of 
noise pollution on residential development 
northwest of the city near the municipal 
airport. 


Lincoln Airport Authority members 


and staff have registered concern over 
government's probable legal obligation to 
indemnify homeowners as noise pollution 
increases along with increased airport traf- 
fic. 


In many areas of the country, such as 


Los Angeles, governments have bought 
housing tracts developed under flight 


patterns and have had to convert the land 
to other use as an alternative to paying 
heavy damages in lawsuits brought by 
homeowners. 


The alternatives in Lincoln seem to be 


to either limit residential development 
near the municipal airport in recognition of 
future noise pollution problems, or de- 
mand noise pollution easements to protect 
government from future lawsuits. 


There has to be recognition of a poten- 


tially expensive problem now, even as the 
city might want to promote residential 
development in that area of the city.

-altered a proposed City Charter amend-

* and the decision to change the proposal we 
; think was a wise and prudent one. 


The basic proposal is to eliminate the 


5% in lieu of taxes payments the Lincoln 
Electric System (LES) makes to local 
government subdivisions, about 60% of 
which goes to the Lincoln School District. 
.This was recommended by the Charter 
Revision Committee. Last week the council 
tacked on a proviso under which it could 
reinstate the in lieu of tax payment when it 
•sees fit, with the total amount to be 
funneled into the city treasury. 


Deciding that the amendment to the

proposed amendment might look like a 
power grab enabling the city to pick up ad- 
ditional revenue, a grab which might result 
in the whole amendment being turned 
down by voters, the council wisely 
scrapped it. 


The council should have also scrapped, 


but didn't, another proposed amendment 
which will appear on the May 11 ballot. 
This would allow the council to order in 
improvements such as paving and 
sidewalks and charge them to property 
owners even if property owners did not 
petition for the improvements. 


This is an example of government

The Demos Sing a Sad Refrain 


NEW YORK - With the votes 


counted in the Illinois primary, 
Jimmy Carter of Georgia has 
made some useful gains and the 
Democratic Party's presidential 
situation is now more confused 
than ever. 


Aptly symbolizing that confu- 


sion is the familiar American 
political name suddenly 
appearing right up there among 
the leaders in the national 
delegate count. Sen. Adlai E. 
Stevenson won 87 of Illinois's 169 
delegates, and carter, 59. 


There are two kinds of Steven- 


son delegates — one, from 
downstate areas, genuinely sup- 
ports the senator as a favorite 
son, or at least in preference to 
anyone announced for presi- 
dent; the other, from Chicago, is 
basically sponsored by the 
organization of Mayor Richard 
Daley, who wants flexibility and 
leverage at the national conven- 
tion. Perhaps 45 of the Steven- 
son delegates will be of the 
Daley variety. 


son WOD downstate who will 
be responsive to bis own views, 
plus the influence he can bring 
to bear on Daley and through 
him on the other Stevenson 
delegates, should give the 
senator a substantial rote at the 
convention. He has firmly 
declared that he Is not a can- 
didate for president or vice 
president, although clearly a 
deadlocked and brokered con- 
vention might well think of bin 
for either place on the ticket.

son retains a strong admiration 
for the fallen hero of 1972, Ed- 
mund Muskie of Maine, and a 
firm conviction that the Muskie 
campaign failed because it was 
badly managed. He may even be 
active in the coming weeks in 
trying to revive interest in 
Muskie — a prospect that 
appears fairly dim but does 
suggest the state of mind of 
Adlai Stevenson, an exceptional- 
ly astute politician and one near 
the center of the spectrum of 
Democratic party politics.

Nor is he the only one casting 


about for alternatives to the an- 
nounced candidates as well as to 
Hubert Humphrey, who appears 
hardly able to wait for a 
deadlocked convention to 
resurrect him. Aside from those 
actively committed, a great 
many Democrats these days 
seem to view the candidates 
with disinterest, disbelief or dis- 
taste.

How can you have a 
Democratic candidate naming 
against detente and busing? 
Besides — winning 23% of a 
light turnout in Massachusetts 
doesn't prove he's a vote-getter. 


Morris Udall is a fine fellow, 


great to spend an evening with, 
but he hasn't won anything yet 
and he doesn't seem hungry 
enough. Is he tough enough to 
deal with the Russians? Or the 
oil companies? Not to mention 
Mayor Daley. And even if he did 
have a good voting record in the 
House and came out early 
against Vietnam, can he run the 
country if be couldn't even get 
the strip mining bill passed? 


Jimmy Carter looks like a 


vote-getter with plenty of 
smarts, but what does he stand 
for? Is he a liberal or a conser- 
vative or a good old boy? What's 


his program? Can you really win 
an election by smiling all the 
time and promising to 
reorganize the government? 
Besides, nobody ever heard of 
him; nobody knows who he'd ap- 
point to office; nobody knows 
who he'd listen to or take advice 
from if he got elected (which is 
almost 
intolerable to 


professional Democrats, par- 
ticularly the academic variety). 


Everybody knows Hubert 


Humphrey, of course, and who 
he'd listen to, which is not the 
least of his problem. His name 
recognition is high, and he has a 
reputation for indefatigable 
campaigning, but be brings a 
lot of negatives, too - over- 
familiarity, echoes of Vietnam 
and Lyndon Johnson, unresolved 
charges about past fund-raising 
irregularities, an eager-beaver 
liberalism of the early fifties 
variety, a reputation for chaotic 
campaigns and incompetent 
staff work. The minute he stops 
being above the battle and 
jumps into it, the "negatives" 
will darken the sky like chickens 
coming home to roost.

Castro And The Caribbean 


WASHINGTON - Fidel 


Castro's Cuban government, ac- 
cording to high officials of the 
Ford administration, has 
entered into an agreement to 
train the police forces of 
Jamaica, and is also increasing 
its political contacts with the 
black revolutionary elements 
elsewhere in the Caribbean 
Basin. 


The revival and expansion of 


Cuba's militant policy has sur- 
prised officials here. After the 
death of Che Guevara in 1967, 
Castro's efforts to export bis 
brand of communism declined, 
aid when be released a few U.S. 
prisoners and helped end the 
sky-jacking of U.S. planes, 
Secretary of State Kissinger 
began thinking about the nor- 
malization of U.S.-Cuban 
relations. 


To enconnge this, President 


Ford relaxed the U.S. economic 


blockade of Cuba by allowing the 
foreign subsidiaries of U.S. com- 
panies to sell aotomobiles, 
trucks, spare parts and other es- 
sential commodities to Havana.

He was acquitted at his second trial. 


The Court's opinkoa, written by 
Justice Tom Clark, sharply rebuked 
the press for 1U urr*» ponxibie coverage 
of toe first Sheppard trial ia 1954. 
Clark noted that the Court bad been 
“ unwilling to place any direct 
limitations oe the freedom traditional 
iy exercised by the news media" but 
added that “ sanction« might be 
available against a recalcitrant press 
He went on to say that “The courts 
must take such steps by rule and 
regulation that will protect their 
processes from prejudicial outside in­ 
terference.” 


The nation’s courts were quick to 
get the message Since toe Sheppard 
decision was handed down, judicial 
gag orders” against the press have 
proliferated. According to the 
Reporters Committee for Freedom of 
the Press, 174 such orders were 
handed down from 1967 through 1975 
And their numb« has been increasing 
year by year, from five in 1967 to 62 in

From the beginning, newspapers 
have opposed and appealed gag 
orders, often successfully The press'

family passports, ripped down the flag 
and punched the father in the 
stomach 
Young Andreas and his sister’s 
fiance were hauled away on a tractor 
That's the last the family saw of them 
As confirmation, homebound

fiance bad shouted to them from a 
prison in Turkey, asking them to con­ 
tact the father of Andreas Kassapts. 
After inquiries from toe U.S. embassy , 
Andreas’ name was listed by toe Turks 
as one of toe students to be freed.

The city administration had 


recommended that the nearly $1 
million in each year in LES 
payments be channeled into the 
city treasury. Currently, almost

Under the state homestead 
exemption law, a senior citizen 
with a home valued at $15,000 or 
less will pay no property tax if 
the homeowner lives in the 
house and meets certain income 
requirements. 
For the city homeowner with 
a $15,000 home this is a savings 
of about $504, Meyer pointed 
out 
The income requirements,

People who have received 
exemptions last year need not 
re-apply unless they have

early 60's when Detroit started 
to crank out their compact 
Falcons, Lancers, Valiants and 
the revolutionary (but also 
extinct) Corvair. 


That battle found rein- 


forcements in the Camaros and 
Mustangs of the mid-60's and 
then in tne subcompact races of 
a few months ago with Mustang 
n's and Vegas holding forth 
against strong running Pintos, 
and Chevettes, and the mul- 
titude of spin-offs like Astre, and 
Skyhawk, and Sunbird, etc. etc. 
etc. 


No matter what the name, the 


choice has been basically the 
same: luxury that speaks only of 
conspicuous 
consumption, 


against economy that features 
rubber mats and fibreboard door 
panels. 


It's a velour versus vinyl show- 


down that has featured the best 
of Madison Avenue hype and 
brought consumers to the 
marketplace in droves. 


Tide Shifts 
But, according to the latest 


trends, the tide is turning again. 
Detroit's finest minds have been 
fooled. They look out every day 
over parking lots crammed with 
the small cars that people were 
supposed to be dying for. 


"In recent weeks," according 


to a national news magazine, 
"customers have been buying 
fewer small cars and more large 
ones than Detroit anticipated, 
throwing production schedules 
out of whack and causing inven- 
tory problems for manufacturers 
and dealers alike." 


Detroit's intermediates, the 


Cutlass's, Torinos and Chargers, 
are selling like hotcakes. Sales 
are up as much as 55% over last 
January's depressed levels. The 
subcompact Gremlin, Pinto and 
Vega have fallen down 17%. 


Auto analysts say that gasoline 


prices have stabilized and 
mileage has improved con- 


siderably on the intermediate 
and standard sized cars offered 
this year. 


Reunited Lovers 
Perhaps most important of all 


factors considered, the economic 
recovery has made buyers more 
confident and ready to renew 
their love affair with more op- 
pulent cars. 


Who doesn't know somebody 


with a muscle car of yesteryear 
on the blocks for safe keeping 
until they can afford to drive it 
again? The old passion lingers. 


Detroit is under Federal 


orders to raise the average gas 
mileage to 18 miles per gallon by 
1978 and possibly 27.5 by 1885, 
and the easiest way to do that is 
to make cars smaller and lighter. 


But, there win always be those 


who will sacrifice a little money 
for a little comfort . . . fuel 
economy or no. 


Small car owners take heart. 


Their vehicles are easier to 
maintain, sportier to drive with 
all of their "European inspired" 
steering characteristics and 
easier to repair for the do-it- 
yourselfer. They also are 


enjoying a greatly improved 
resale value, according to the 
latest edition of the Kelley Blue 
Book. 


Investments 
The 1971-1973 subcompacts 


are up as high as $400 in their 
resale value over a year ago. 
Some 1970-1973 sports cars are 
up as much as $1,000 over the 
same period of resale. 


A 1965 Mustang coupe which 


would have brought $350 in 1973 
should now return in the 
neighborhood of $750 on the lot, 
a renewed importance enjoyed 
only by the likes of a few 
Camaros and Firebirds, a variety 
of four-wheel-drive and specialty 
vehicles and some of the Euro- 
pean sports cars.

What's a poor car to do? Post 


winter maintenance, answered 
Jerry Kohl, vocational auto 
mechanics instructor at East 
High. "Preventive maintenance 
is expensive but it's not nearly as 
expensive as repair," he added. 


The owner's manual is a good 


source to consult regarding car 
care with the exception of low 
mileage vehicles, Kohl said, ad- 
ding that information in the 
owner's manual is geared to the 
car that gets driven from 20,000 
to 30.000 miles a year. 


After Words 
Of prime importance in pre- 


suramer auto maintenance is a 
chassis lubrication after driving 
in winter slush, he said. The 
front end should be aligned — 
after the streets are repaired. 
The car's exterior finish should 
be completely cleaned and chips 
should be touched up with a spot 
paint job. 


Snow tires should be removed. 


And. Kohl cautioned, tires 
shouldn't be carried in the trunk. 
To prevent dry rot, they should 
be stored in a dry and cool place. 


Depending on the amount of 


driving you do, an annual tune- 
up may be sufficient and is 
usually done in the fall so that 
the car will start in cold weather, 
he said. 


But an engine check or tune- 


up is advisable if you plan to do a 
great deal of summer driving. 
An engine lubrication and 
changing the engine oil and filter 
also mav be necessary. 


Automobile owners can do 


most of the above car 
maintenance themselves with a 
minimum of tools, he noted. A 
tune-up requires more tools and 
more knowledge than the other 
maintenance procedures. 


In his book, "The Whole Truth 


About Economy Driving," Doug 
Roe has devoted one chapter to 
learning to tune-up a car. 


"Raising the hood of a modern 


automobile with the intention of 
doing something serious under 
there requires a good supply of 
self-confidence and mechanical 
bravery — the first time you do 
it." he writes. 


A tune-up includes checking 


the battery - which he says is 
like a heart and should be 
attended to first — the spark 
plugs, and points, condenser, 
distributor, ignition timing and 
carburetor. It can be done at 
home at considerable savings, he 
contends. 


Tooling Around 
But to do it you need the parts 


plus these tools which are 
"essential or handy" for 
tune.ups: timing light, dwell 
meter or engine analyzer, 
tachometer, vacuum gage, com- 
pression gage, remote starter 
switch, spark plug wrench, gage 
and gap setter and a set of feeler 
gages. 


According to Roe if spark 


plugs are fouled, gas mileage is 
affected. In testing the affect of 
fouled plugs on gas mileage, he 
discovered that when one spark 
plug was not firing, the test car 
lost a minimum of 12% of the 
baseline fuel economy at steady 
speed running. With two plugs 
not working, gas mileage was off 
by about 30^, which is slightly 
more than five miles per hour at 
a speed of 60 MPH. 


The message is clear — bad 


plugs mean poor mileage." Roe 
noted. "Keep your car in tune. 


Speedometers Get Kilometers 


Due to Canada's conversion

Over the last two years, an in­ 
dex of the prices of those 
automobile parts most frequent­ 
ly damaged in collisions has 
risen 56.5%, according to State 
Farm Mutual Insurance Co., 
which prepared the index. 


Critics of the auto industry 
maintain that a major portion of 
these price increases can be at­ 
tributed to what they believe is a 
monopoly enjoyed by the 
manufacturers over the produc­ 
tion and distribution of crash 
parts. They contend that the in­ 
dustry raised the parts prices to 
compensate for slumping sales 
of new cars in 1974 and 1975. 


Index Challenged 


The industry denies the 
allegations and challenges the 
State Farm index. But the 
criticism has become so 
vociferous that the Senate 
Commerce Committee has 


opened hearings to explore the 
matter. 
The Federal Council on Wage 
and Price Stability recently an­ 
nounced an investigation of 
price increases for crash parts, 
and the Federal Trade Commis­ 
sion is reportedly near conclu­ 
sion of an investigation into the 
question of 
monopolization. 
That investigation has been in 
progress since 1972. 


Insurers’ Contention 


Announcements by auto in­ 
surance companies around the 
country that they planned to 
seek substantial premium rate 
increases have heightened con­ 
cern over the parts price in­ 
creases The insurers contend 
that a major reason for their 
need for higher rates has been a 
parts price spiral. 


The auto manufacturers deny 
all the charges and assert that 
parts prices have not gone up at 
the rate indicated by the State 
Farm index. 


Charles W. Joiner, general 
manager of Chrysler’s parts 
supply division, said that during 
1975, the year of the company's 
worst new car sales slump, the 
prices for crash parts increased 
only 12.4%. 
Joiner also charged that "the 
insurance industry is trying to 
place all the blame on us" for 
their increased costs of doing 
business and other problems.” 


Joseph A. Kordick, parts and 
service programs manager for 
Ford said that "many of the 
charges are erroneous and based 
on inconsistent indices.” 


He declined to specifically 
refute the charges, however, 
stating that the company is in 
the process of preparing 
testimony for the Senate 
Commerce Committee and that 
further comment before that 
hearing “ would be inap­ 
propriate." 


General Motors also deferred 
answering the charges on the 
same ground. 


The crash parts in question are 
primarily sheet metal parts such 
as fenders, bumpers and hoods. 
These are known widely as "cap­ 
tive’’ parts because no one 
except the auto manufacturers, 
or other companies under 
exclusive contract to them, 
produce them. Militating against 
their production by anyone else 
have been the great cost of 
tooling up to produce them and 
the traditional yearly model 
changes. 
In contrast, maintenance parts 
such as spark plugs or water 
pumps are produced by many 
manufacturers and are widely 
available to repair shops from 
parts wholesalers. The "captive" 
parts, however, can only be 
purchased from the auto 
manufacturers' 
franchised 
dealers. The market for these 
crash parts is estimated to be $3 
billion annually. 
It is this exclusive manufac­ 
turing and distribution system 
that critics claim constitutes a 
monopoly.

Improvement Ideas Ridiculous, Sublime

Can that fly would avoid those 


awful traffic jams. And 
passenger can modeled after ar- 
mored tanks would reduce the 
number of fatal traffic accidents. 


These are just two of the 


thousands of ideas about ways to 
improve today's auto sent to the 
New Devices Section of General 
Motors Corp. Some are well 
thought-out and workable. 
Others are ridiculous. 


The idea for the flying car 


came from a Detroit man who 
said little greenmen landed in 
his backyard one night, chatted a 
while, then gave him the plans 
for building a flying saucer. 


"Needless to say, we weren't 


interested in that idea," said 


John Dobb, director of the new 
devices section that has screened 
more than 300,000 ideas from 
more than 200,000 persons. But 
we did tell him we'd be glad to 
hear of any other ideas he has 
for improving our can." 


Two per Year 
About 90% of the suggestions 


come from GM customers, but 
in the last 10 yean, only 19 were 
accepted. 


"That's not quite two ideas 
per year out of an annual 
average of over 6,000 
suggestions," said Dobb, an 
engineer who joined the section 
24 years ago. 


Only about half of the 


suggestions are passed on by 
Dobb's staff to other GM 
divisions for review. Most others 
are screened out. 


One of the ideas to make it 


was the rotary engine. Othen 
over the years include the 
windshield wiper, the spark 
plug, improved suspension 
systems, some emission-control 
devices (including the catalytic 
converter), door locks and 
automatic transmissions. 


Who submits ideas to GM? 
"Inventors we deal with are 


technically 
trained and 


experienced," Dobb said. "They 
include retirees and an oc- 
casional engineering professor. 
They may be interested 
amateurs or just persons with 
vivid imaginations. No two 
are alike." 


Common Bond 
One characteristic the inven- 


tors have in common is that they 


seem to know enough about the 
auto industry to sense what it 
needs. 


For example, when ecology 


was the national topic of discus- 
sion in 1974, most of the 
suggestions involved clean- 
burning engines, emission con- 
trols and alternate power plants. 


And in the days of the gasoline 


shortages, most of the 
suggestions emphasized good 
gasoline mileage and fuel 
economy. Suggestions today con- 
tinue to emphasize fuel savings. 


No idea is considered unless it 


promises some kind of improve- 
ment in GM's can — in quality, 
value, cost or production 
techniques. Making a car heavier 
for added passenger protection, 
though a good idea, would com- 
promise fuel economy and cause 


other problems. Thus, said 
Dobb, it would not be a feasible 
idea. 


"Our own staff gets between 


600 and 700 patents a year from 
their research and engineering 
activities, and most likely our 


people already have given 
thought to the ideas we get from 
the outside," said Dobb. "But 
we can't think of everything, and 
we don't pretend to. That's why

The car used for suburban 
treks to the shopping center or 
started each day for commuting 
a half dozen miles to your job is 
the most vulnerable vehicle. 


What can carbon do to your 


car? 


Foul your plugs, throw your 


timing off, block your manifold 
heat riser (causing harder starts 
and warm up) and, wont of all, 
burn valves. 


Eating Away 
When carbon, which is literal- 


ly a particle of unburned fuel, 
lodges under a valve, combus- 
tion begins to eat away at the 
edge of the valve like a blow 
torch. 


Burned valves rob you of good 


mileage, affect acceleration and 
lead to a noisy, vibrating engine. 
Ultimately, you won't be able to 
get it tuned; your only alter- 
native then is a valve job. 


The cost of a valve job will 


usually range between $160 and 


|2SO in the Lincoln area. This 
depends on what garage you 
have do the work, plus the ex- 
tent of the damage. 


If you continue to use 


an engine with bad valves, 
damage to the engine can be 
extensive. 


Want to clean up an engine

Gearing Up 
You've probably heard 


somebody say he's going out for 
a weekend drive, to "blow out 
the cobs"; if he knows how, 
he may be doing just that. 


But it's not a simple matter of 


cruising around at the speed 
limit; that won't do the trick, un- 
less you've got the car hi second 
gear. 


Manual and automatic 


transmissions both have what 
amounts to a second gear. 
Accelerating to 55 m.p.h. in se- 
cond and driving at that speed 
for two or three minutes is good 
for the engine: the carbon will 
be blown out the exhaust. 


Another way to do the same 


thing for shorter bursts is to oc- 


casionally pass someone. Step 
way to the floor; this activates 
second gear. It may take extra 
gas for a few seconds, but 
passing gets rid of a good deal of 
carbon. 


Boilermaker 
If you want to literally boil out 


carbon that may have already 
begun to foul valves, you might 
try this: 


Twice a year buy a couple cans 


of one of the anti-carbon 
solvents on the market. These 
usually can be poured in your 


gas tank or down the carburetor. 


If put into your gas tank, 


they're often too diluted to do 
much good. But poured through 
the carburetor — while the 
engine is running — can do 
wonders. 


Don't be surprised if huge 


billows of black smoke pour 
from your exhaust. That's car- 
bon going up in smoke. This kind 
of carbon preventative 
maintenance should keep your 
car running well beyond 60,000 
miles with few major repairs.

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Old Oil Leads to Young Car's Death

With tiie right kind of care, 


most of today's newer cars can 
be expected to go 100,000 miles 
without a major engine repair. 
The inexpensive secret to that 
kind of care is using the right oil 
in your engine and changing it 
when it needs changing 


That sounds easy 


The truth is that dirty oil can 


do more damage in a short time 
than you might beueve Motor 
oil is very much like human 
blood The major difference is 
the fact that toe heart cleans 
your blood Motor oil is cleaned, 
up to a point, by the crankcase 
filter 


If you don't change oii that 


looks dirty on the dipstick, you 
are creating wear. Engine oil 
gets dark because contamination 
is being held in suspension 


rather than being deposited in 
the motor. 


Dangerous Brag 
You've probably heard 


someone brag that he never 
changes his oil, just trades in his 
car every two years. Woe to the 
second owner of that car. 


About a pound of dirt, acid 


and carbon can be held in the oil 
until drained out during an oil 
change. If unchanged, the ad- 
ditives and detergent properties 
of the oil begin to break down. 
And that means trouble because 
of the dramatic role oil plays in 
your engine. 


When you're cruising along at 


the speed limit, then step down 
to pass, your engine's piston rods 
push against the crankshaft with 
a pressure of more than a thou- 
sand pounds a square inch. At

Heavy Spare Tire 
Nearing Dead End

The spare tire is neanng the 


end of the road. 


An energy-conscious Detroit 


has sent, the word to Akron, 
home of the giant tire com- 
panies, to come up with a 
realistic substitute for the 60 
pounds of tire and tools that 
motorists now drag along with 
them. 


"If we could somehow remove 


the spare and jack from every 
car in America today," Elliott 
M Estes, president of the 
General Motors Corporation, 
said m Akron recently, "we es- 
stimate that one action — just 
eliminating that »eight — would 
save nearly a million gallons of 
gasoline in this country every 
day." 


No one in either city quite 


knows when this vision will 
materialize — it may be five 
years or more — but there have 
already been a number of 
evolutionary developments, in- 
cluding 


• The rninitire. a lightweight 


and small model resembling its 
motorcycle cousins that could be 
driven up to 3,000 miles. A 
collapsible version, filled by the 
motorist from an aerosol can, is 
already in use. 


• The self-sealing tire, which 


would contain sealants designed 
to plug punctures automatically. 
This concept was tried several 
years ago and failed. 


• The run-flat tire, still only 


conceptual m its many different 
forms but based on the principle 
of eliminating the destructive 
faction between the flat tire and 
the wheel run. 


Racing 
"The race is on among tire 


manufacturers to develop a tire 


which effectively resists small 
punctures and has the stability 
to run flat for some distance," 
W.H Schmalz, president of the 
Uniroyal Tire Company, said a 
few months ago. 


Uniroyal has been concen- 


trating on self-sealing tires and 
expects to introduce its air guard 
II thib spring However, the com- 
pany conceded that the sealant 
will not plug all leaks, requiring 
a spare to be carried. Uniroyal 
has also unveiled a crude war- 
ning system to alert the motorist 
to low tire pressure, but the 
device will have to be redefined 
before it is marketed. 


The Goodyear Tire and 


Rubber Company is rethinking 
its Lifeguard Safety Spare, 
which was marketed from 1956 
until the early 60s. The concept 
then was a "tire-within-a-tire" 
so that if there was a puncture 
the small inner tire would stay 
inflated. But sometimes both 
tires burst, so Goodyear now 
plans to make the inner "tire" 
out of a rigid plastic. 


The B. F. Goodrich Company 


pioneered the inflatable spare in 
1967, but then had to recall a 
million of them bepause 
motorists 
sometimes 


Gvennflated them using service 
station hoses, causing failures. 
Goodrich says that the problem 
has been solved and has licensed 
the development to Goodyear. 


As for cost, the only savings 


will be when the spare is 
eliminated. General Motors 
acknowledged that the collapsi- 
ble costs more, but would not 
say how much.

developments represents a solu- 
tion The self-sealing tires are 
still not puncture-proof and all 
the run-flat models weigh more 
in groups of four than conven- 
tional tires do in groups of five.

pressure is about 100,000 pounds 
a square inch. 


A thin film of motor oil is 


literally all that keeps these 
parts from grinding each other 
into metal shavings. 


Weighty Matters 
Most people think that the 


viscosity grade on an oil can is 
its "weight". Actually 10W 
means it's for winter use. The 
higher the number, the thicker 
the oil. 


A grade like SAE 30 or 40 is 


best used in the summer; a thin 
oil like 10W lets an engine start 
more easily in winter weather. 
(SAE stands for the Society of 
Automotive Engineers, which 
establishes oil grades.) 


A multigrade oil is best for the 


Nebraska climate. It will protect 
at all temperatures, and whether 
the engine is cold or wanned up. 


Single grade oil generally costs 


less, but the multigrade — 10W- 
40, for example — can save on 
gasoline. That's because the 
engine runs with less friction 
and uses less gas. 


Choice Points 
Here are some factors that 


may influence your motor oil 
choice. 


• No oil treatment or special 


additives are needed, if you buy 
a good oil — one that meets the 
car maker's warranty service 
requirements. You'll get this if 
you specify an "SE" oil.

Treasure Your Car; Its Value Grows

If you have a good, clean, solid 


used car, regard it with some 
affection. It's becoming more 
valuable. 


The best used cars find a ready 


market any time, but now they 
are selling at a premium. Used 
car prices usually begin to dwin- 
dle in late summer, but last year 
many prices were higher in 
August than in the spring. 


Two-year-old Ford LTDs went 


up more than $200, as did 
Chevrolet Caprice models. The 
smaller cars — Pintos, Vegas 
and Mavericks — are up in value 
by more than $100. 


A two- or three-year-old used 


car is "a very lucrative car to 
have on the lot right now," says 
John Walsh, general manager of 
Carlson's Motor Sales in Con- 
cord, N.H. At Dan Creed 
Chevrolet in Buffalo, N.Y., 
they're selling one used car for 
every new car instead of the 
traditional 2-to-l ratio in favor of 
the new models. 


Probably no man has kept a 


closer watch on the escalating 
used car prices than Jack Hef- 
finger, the Chicago Publisher of 
"The Red Book - Used Car 
Valuations." It's the bible of the 


second-hand car business and 
usually is referred to as the 
"Blue Book" even though it has 
a red cover. 


Heffinger, who's been in the 


business of determining used car 
values for about 25 years, says 
today's market is more turbulent 
than any he's ever seen. 


"Before the energy crisis of a 


couple of years ago, used cars 
depreciated pretty regularly on a 
quarterly basis," Heffinger says. 


"The greatest difficulty in the 


business now is in the small cars. 
They're as susceptible to price 
fluctuations as the grain market. 


"A whisper about gasoline 


prices going up will send the 
small car wholesale prices 
skyrocketing. They're like a yo- 
yo." 


Heffinger traces his firm — 


National Market Reports Inc. — 
back as far as 1911 with the red 
and blue books coming out as a 
separate company in 1923, 
predating everyone else in the 
business by at least 20 years. 


"We list cars back about eight 


years. Carrying anything more 
than that would make the book 
too large and besides, past eight 
years a car is either junk or 
worth more than it was new." 


Heffinger publishes an up- 


dated book each six weeks, dis- 
tributing the 75,000 copies main- 
ly to persons in the insurance 
and banking industries as well as 
to dealers, lawyers and govern- 
ment units. 


"We check our sources on a 


continuing basis for information 
on prices. Many of our book 
salesmen either have been 
dealers or have been connected 
with the auto business," he said. 
"As a result, we have five guys 
across the nation who feed back 
information constantly so we can 
update. We also check some of 
the big used car auctions around 
the country so we have a pretty 
good idea of what cars should 
sell for." 


Regional Factors 
Heffinger says used car prices 


in the South, Southwest and the 
West Coast are usually higher 
than on similar models in the 
East and Midwest, mainly 
because they're in better condi- 
tion. 


"In Chicago, a 1967-model car 


is almost solid rust, but the same 
car in Texas is still pretty clean." 


Heffinger recommends a two- 


year-old model if you're in- 
terested in a good used car. 
That's also the best time to trade 
because a two or three-year-old 


car will bring its owner the most 
money. 


And, even as you're buying the 


new car and picking out the op- 
tions, keep in mind that 
someday it will have to be traded 
in, Heffinger says. Those extras 
that add to the price tag of the 
new car will make it a more 
valuable product when the 
trade-in time conies. 


"One option you can't afford 


not to buy is air conditioning," 
he said. "And on the more 
expensive cars, the options are 
critical in determining the value 
of the car." 


Heffinger also recommends 


looking for a used car that's been 
driven about 15,000 miles a year.

’No, thank you - ’easy to assemble’ means goodbye spring.” 
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Owners To Obey Order, Open Camps 


TAMPA, Fla. (UP!) - Commiisioner 


Bowie Kuhn ordered an immediate start to 
spring training Wednesday following a 
"major concession" by the players, 
assuring an on-schedule start for the major 
league baseball season. 


The two separate actions broke a 


month-long deadlock between the players 
and the owners that had threatened to 
delay the season's scheduled start on April 
8. 


Kuhn made his announcement from his 


office in New York a short time after the 
players indicated here, for the first time, 
they were ready to compromise on the key 
"one-and-one'' reserve clause issue. 


"Because I think it is now vital that 


spring training get u n d e r w a y without 
further delay, I have directed that all 
camps be opened at the earliest possible 
time," Kuhn said. 


Immediate reaction from both the 


players and the owners was favorable. 


"I don't know what sort of an effect it 


will have on the negotiations—all I know is 
it's going to help baseball," said Bill 
Freehan, the Detroit Tigers' veteran 
catcher and player representative. 


Brad Corbett, the owner of the Texas 


Rangers, said in Fort Worth, "I have 
been an outspoken critic of the commis- 


sioner, but I give him credit for what he did 
today. I think it was a bold move and a 
good one." 


The owners made what they called their 


"best and final" offer to the players Mon- 
day, and Marvin Miller, the players' 
spokesman, expressed dissatisfaction with 
it. He said he would recommend rejec- 
tion. 


But at a meeting here Wednesday, 


the players agreed to compromise on the 
owners' demand that a "free agent" be 
limited in the number of teams with which 
he could bargain. 


That broke the logjam. 
Wednesday was the first time the players 


indicated a willingness to budge on the key 
"one-and-one" issue in the dispute which 
already had caused the cancellation of 
more than 100 exhibition games. 


"You could say we have bargained away 


rights we have already won and by doing so 
we have set ourselves up for possible litiga- 
tion from any members of the union," said 
Freehan. 


Wednesday's 
moves, while they at 


least get the camps and the games going, 
still leave the two parties far short of a final 
agreement. 


"While nobody is more disappointed 


than I that we do not have solid progress 
toward a final agreement, the fans are the 


most 
important people aroufd, and 


their interests now become paramount," 
Kuhn said. 


"Opening the camps and starting the 


season on time is what they want." 


The San Diego Padres quickly, formally 


announced they would open their camp 
at Yuma, Ariz., on Friday. 
Bob Howsam, general manager of the 


Cincinnati Reds who train here in Tampa, 
said two days ago that "We'll be open by 10 
in the morning" the day following an 
agreement, presumably meaning 
Thursday morning. Bill Veeck, the 
maverick owner of the Chicago White Sox 
who train in nearby Sarasota, Fla., 


already has minor leaguers and free 
agents in camp and presumably the major 
league White Sox players will arrive 
Thursday 


The players' new position was an- 


nounced following a meeting of all 24 club 
representatives. It was coupled by a plea to 
the owners to open the camps and a 
request for a federal mediator to assist in 
further negotiations. 


The players' meeting had been called 
solely for the purpose of voting on 
the owners' last offer. However, because 
the owners' proposal left numerous items 
'still to be discussed," that vote never even 
came up.

programs for buvmg land, leasing habitat areas and working with 
the state's Natural Resource Districts (NRDs) to promote and in-

TRENTON, N.J.(AP)-The 


New Jersey Supreme Court 
Wednesday overturned the 1967 
triple-murder conviction of one- 
time middleweight contender 
Rubin "Hurricane" Carter and 
codpfendant John Artti. But 
they face another trial on the 
same charge. 


In a unanimous 7-0 ruling, the 


court said that Carter, 38, and 
Artis, 30, were denied a fair trial 
because the prosecution failed to 
reveal promises of leniency it 
made to two key witnesses 
whose testimony placed the 
defendants at the murder scene. 


Carter and Artis have 


adamantly maintained their in- 
nocence. 


Barrel) Ives Humphreys, the 


Passaic County prosecutor, an- 
nounced immediately that Car- 
ter and Artis would be retried 
for the fatal shootings of three 
persons at a Paterson, N. J., 
tavern on June 17,1966. 


A joint statement by attor- 


neys for Carter and Arts in- 
dicated they would seek their 
release on bail pending the new 
trial. 


The Supreme Court said pros- 


ecution promises to the wit- 
nesses, Arthur D. Bradley and 
Alfred Bello, should have been 
disclosed at the May 1967 trial of 
Carter and Artis and that by 
failing to do that the prose- 
cution 
"substantially 
prej- 


udiced" their case. 


The opinion by Justice Mark 


Sullivan said: "The withholding 
of material evidence favorable to 
a defendant is a denial of due 
process and the right to a fair 
trial, irrespective of the good 
faith or bad faith of the 
prosecution." 


Sullivan wrote, "When the 


credibility of a state's witness 
may well be determinative of 
guilt or innocence, the jury is en- 
titled to know, and the State has 
an obligation to disclose, 
material evidence affecting such 
credibility." 


The ruling focused on evi- 


dence that didn't turn up until 
1974. It showed that Bello and 
B r a d l e y , facing criminal 
charges themselves in 1967, had 
b e e n promised protection 
against possible retaliation for

Court Overturns 
Carter Sentence 


TRENTON, N. J. (AP) - The 
New Jersey Supreme Court 
Wednesday overturned the 1967 
triple-murder conviction of one­ 
time middleweight contender 
Rubin "Hurricane” Carter and 
codefendant John Artis. But 
they face another trial on the 
same charge. 
In a unanimous 7-0 ruling, the 
court said that Carter, 38, and 
Artis, 30, were denied a fair trial 
because the prosecution failed to 
reveal promises of leniency it 
made to two key witnesses 
whose testimony placed the 
defendants at the murder scene. 
Carter and Artis have 
adamantly maintained their in­ 
nocence. 
Burrell Ives Humphreys, the 
Passaic County prosecutor, an­ 
nounced immediately that Car­ 
ter and Artis would be retried 
for the fatal shootings of three 
persons at a Paterson, N. J., 
tavern on June 17, 1966. 
A joint statement by attor­ 
neys for Carter and Artis in­ 
dicated they would seek their 
release on bail pending the new 
trial. 
The Supreme Court said pros­ 
ecution promises to the wit­ 
nesses, Arthur D. Bradley and 
Alfred Bello, should have been 
disc losed at the May 1967 trial of 
Carter and Artis and that by 
failing to do that the prose­ 
cution 
"substantially 
prej­ 
udiced” their case. 
The opinion by Justice Mark 
Sullivan said: "The withholding 
of material evidence favorable to 
a defendant is a denial of due 
process and the right to a fair 
trial, irrespective of the good 
faith or bad faith of the 
prosecution," 
Sullivan wrote, "When the 
credibility of a state s witness 
may well be determinative of 
guilt or innocence, the jury is en­ 
titled to know, and the State has 
an obligation to disclose, 
material evidence affecting such 
credibility." 


The ruling focused on evi­ 
dence that didn't turn up until 
1974 It showed that Bello and 
B r a d l e y , facing criminal 
charges themselves in 1967, had 
been promised protection 
against possible retaliation for

Nod Given State Aid For Tech Colleges

The Legislature Wednesday tentative- 


ly approved a $14-raillJon increase in 
state aid to technical community 
colleges. 


The proposal, adopted on a 28-7 vote, 


would boost state assistance to $13 
million in fiscal 1976-77. 


In accepting the funding recommen- 


dation of the Appropriations Com- 
mittee, however, senators decided to 
remove the strings which had been at- 
tached to the proposed increase in state 
aid. 


The committee had proposed that the 


additional funds be distributed only to 
those schools which were levying their 
maximum permissible local property 
taxes (2.5 mills) and only if the colleges 
raised student tuition rates. 


Those provisos would endanger the 


constitutionality of the appropriation 
since the schools are locally governed, 
Sen. Frank Lewis of Beilevue argued. 
His motion to cut the strings was 
accepted. 


Later, Sen. William Nichol of 


Scottsbluff attempted to add a 1225,000 
appropriation for roof repairs at the 
Western Technical Community College 
campus. 


That proposal also ran into warnings 


of constitutional problems and 
prompted Sen. Steve Fowler of Lincoln 
to suggest that the Southeast Technical 
Community College could use 12.5 
million to purchase the Elks Club 
Building in Lincoln for classroom space. 


Fowler's amendment followed on the 


heels of strongly voiced support from 
Omaha senators for Nichol's request. 


Easy-Access Alcohol Counseling

Sens. Ernest Mahoney, John Savage 


and Glenn Goodrich all spoke in behalf 
of Nichol's motion. 


That raised legislative suspicions that 


Omaha senators were shopping for later 
votes in support of their proposed $14 
million downtown education center and 
state office building. 


"Mahoney now has 34 votes so we can 


all relax," Sen. John Murphy of South 
Sioux City joked. 


Earlier, Mahoney had strongly en- 


dorsed the appropriation of more than 
$900,000 for program improvements at 
the University of Nebraska's Institute of 
Agriculture and Natural Resources. 


"Omaha senators have reason to be 


friendly." Sen. Ernest Chambers of 
Omaha noted. "They want something." 


Fowler suggested that Omaha 


senators could be "helpful" in adopting 


his proposal "for the sake of downtown 
Lincoln." 


That, Chambers said, was "laying the 


cards on the table." 


Sen. Gerald Koch of Ralston warned 


that state maintenance money for com- 
munity colleges could jeopardize their 
legal standing as local schools. 


It would be as justified to "give 


money to local school districts with 
leaky roofs," Fowler said. 


Fowler's bid to add his $2.5-million 


proposal to Nichol's amendment failed 
on a 13-22 vote. 


Nichol then decided to withdraw his 


proposal for possible later considera- 
tion.

Although city officials appear 


to be buying the idea of ad- 
ministratively combining four 
city-funded alcoholism services, 
they want decentralized 
counseling and intake services so 
potential users have easy access 
to those services. 


That message was in a letter 


from Bob Clark, city-county 
human services coordinator, to 
Bob Adams, executive director 
of the Lincoln Council on 
Alcoholism and Drugs (LCAD). 


The LCAD and its Comprehen- 


sive Alcoholism Planning Com- 
mittee (CAPC) have been ad- 
vising the city on combining ser- 
vices of the proposed detoxifica- 
tion center, the Intake and 
Referral Center and alcoholism 
counseling programs of the In- 
dian Center, and Lincoln Action 
Program. 


Last month CAPC and the 


LCAD forwarded the first part of 
a study to city officials. 


The report recommended that 


the four services, which together 
have a budget of more than 
$304,000 - all from cit coffers - 
be combined under one ad- 
ministrative structure. 


Since the report was presented 


to city officials, the City Council 


lO 


has created an alcoholism ser- 
vices division within the City- 
County Health Department. The 
detoxification center and Intake 
and Referral Center have been 
placed under Health Depart- 
ment administration. 


City council members ap- 


proved the recommendation and 
report with one stipulation, ac- 
cording to the letter. 


Councilman Bob Jeambey 


wants more then one decen- 
tralized location for outreach 
and intake, according to the 
letter. Specifically, he suggested 
that "because of the needs of the 
native American population ... 
outreach and referral functions 
should continue to be located — 
under an appropriate agreement 
— at the Indian Center." 


In fact, there may be more 


than one 
decentralized 


counseling site, Adams hinted. 


City officials have given a 


special CAPC committee the go- 
ahead to work out the details for 
combining the services ad- 
ministratively, CAPC members 
were told Wednesday. 


The committee already has 


designed a proposed ad- 
ministrative structure for the 
combination agency, Adams 
said, but omitted it from its first 
report to city officials, pending 


approval of combining the 
programs. 


Members of the committee 


are to submit their final 
reorganization proposal to the 
city in 6040 days. 


Committee members include 


Jerry Dunn, chairman; Dr. Clay 
Rivers, "Bud" Holmes, Dr. 
Jerry Merker, Ralph Fox and 
Pat Wall. Directors of the four 
programs at issue served as ex- 
officio members. 


In other action, Adams an- 


nounced that the City Council 
has created an advisory com- 
mittee for alcoholism services to

alcoholism services. The board 
will be made up of one city coun- 
cil member, one county com- 
missioner, two providers of 
alcoholism services — one of a 
public agency, the other of a 
private agency.— and five health 
care consumers.

The committee had proposed that the 
additional funds be distributed only to 
those schools which were levying their 
maximum permissible local property 
taxes (2.5 mills) and only if the colleges 
raised student tuition rates. 


Those provisos would endanger the 
constitutionality of the appropriation 
since the schools are locally governed. 
Sen. Frank Lewis of Bellevue argued. 
His motion to cut the strings was 
accepted. 
Later, Sen. William Nichol of 
Scottsbluff attempted to add a $225,000 
appropriation for roof repairs at the 
Western Technical Community College 
campus 
That proposal also ran into warnings 
of constitutional problems and 
prompted Sen. Steve Fowler of Lincoln 
to suggest that the Southeast Technical 
Community College could use $25 
million to purchase the Elks Club 
Building in Lincoln for classroom space. 
Fowler's amendment followed on the 
heels of strongly voiced support from 
Omaha senators for Nichol s request. 


Sens. Ernest Mahoney, John Savage 
and Glenn Goodrich all spoke in behalf 
of Nichol s motion. 
That raised legislative suspicions that 
Omaha senators were shopping for later 
votes in support of their proposed $14 
million downtown education center and 
state office building. 
‘ Mahoney now has 34 votes so we can 
all relax," Sen John Murphy of South 
Sioux City joked. 
Earlier, Mahoney had strongly en­ 
dorsed the appropriation of more than 
$900,000 for program improvements at 
the University of Nebraska’s Institute of 
Agriculture and Natural Resources. 
"Omaha senators have reason to be 
friendly," Sen. Ernest Chambers of 
Omaha noted. “They want something.” 
Fowler suggested that Omaha 
senators could be “helpful” in adopting 


his proposal “ for the sake of downtown 
Lincoln." 
That, Chambers said, was “ laying the 
cards on the table.” 
Sen. Gerald Koch of Ralston warned 
that state maintenance money for com­ 
munity colleges could jeopardize their 
legal standing as local schools. 
It would be as justified to “ give 
money to local school districts with 
leaky roofs," Fowler said. 
Fowler's bid to add his $2.5-million 
proposal to Nichol s amendment failed 
on a 13-22 vote. 
Nichol then decided to withdraw his 
proposal for possible later considera­ 
tion. 
LB690, the bill containing community 
college funding, was subsequently 
pushed over its initial floor barrier on a 
26-3 vote.

Although city officials appear 
to be buying the idea of ad­ 
ministratively combining four 
city-funded alcoholism services, 
they want decentralized 
counseling and intake services so 
potential users have easy access 
to those services. 
That message was in a letter 
from Bob Clark, city-eounty 
human services coordinator, to 
Bob Adams, executive director 
of the Lincoln Council on 
Alcoholism and Drugs (LCAD). 
The LCAD and its Comprehen­ 
sive Alcoholism Planning Com­ 
mittee (CAPC) have been ad­ 
vising the city on combining ser­ 
vices of the proposed detoxifica­ 
tion center, the Intake and 
Referral Center and alcoholism 
counseling programs of the In­ 
dian Center, and Lincoln Action 
Program. 
Last month CAPC’ and the 
LCAD forwarded the first part of 
a study to city officials 
The report recommended that 
the four services, which together 
have a budget of more than 
$304,000 — all from cit coffers — 
be combined under one ad­ 
ministrative structure. 
Since the report was presented 
to city officials, the City Council 


has created an alcoholism ser­ 
vices division within the City- 
County Health Department The 
detoxification center and Intake 
and Referral Center have been 
placed under Health Depart­ 
ment administration. 
City council members ap­ 
proved the recommendation and 
report with one stipulation, ac­ 
cording to the letter. 
Councilman Bob Jeambey 
wants more then one decen­ 
tralized location for outreach 
and intake, according to the 
letter Specifically, he suggested 
that “ because of the needs of the 
native American population ... 
outreach and referral functions 
should continue to be located - 
under an appropriate agreement 
— at the Indian Center.” 
In fact, there may be more 
than one decentralized 
counseling site, Adams hinted. 
City officials have given a 
special CAPC committee the go- 
ahead to work out the details for 
combining the services ad­ 
ministratively, CAPC members 
were told Wednesday. 
The committee already has 
designed a proposed ad­ 
ministrative structure for the 
combination agency, Adams 
said, but omitted it from its first 
report to city officials, pending 


programs. 
Members of the committee 
are to submit their final 
reorganization proposal to the 
dty in 60-90 days. 
Committee members include 
Jerry Dunn, chairman; Dr Clay 
Rivers, 
“ Bud" Holmes. Dr 
Jerry Merker, Ralph Fox and 
Pat Wall. Directors of the four 
programs at issue served as ex­ 
officio members. 
In other action, Adams an­ 
nounced that the City Council 
has created an advisory com­ 
mittee for alcoholism services to 
advise the mayor, City Council 
and director of the City-County 
Health 
Department 
on 
alcoholism services. The board 
will be made up of one city coun­ 
cil member, one county com­ 
missioner, two providers of 
alcoholism services — one of a 
public agency, the other of a 
private agency — and five health 
care consumers.

OMAHA, Neb (AP)-The 


Western Electric Omaha Works 
and local union officials have 
reached tentative agreement on 
a plan to create 650 new jobs at 
the Omaha plant The jobs are 
needed to prevent further major 
layoffs during the next 16 
months 


With the new jobs, union offi- 


cials hope to keep the number of 
employes at the plant fairly even 
with current levels Without 
them 600 to 650 persons present- 
ly on the payroll could lose their 
jobs because of the phase-out of 
another type of production 


The new jobs would be mak- 


ing cable-related products now 
manufactured at a Buffalo, 
N \ plant that is being closed 


Some of the products already 


are made in Omaha, but most, 
such da telephone cord are not 
said Michael Quinlan president 
of the International Brotherhood 
of Electrical Workers Local 
1974 which represents employes 
at the Omaha Works 


The union has agreed, subject 


to a membership vote of ap- 
proval Friday, to allow some 
Buffalo workers to transfer to 
Omaha to accept some of the 
new jobs But the number of 
transfers cannot exced 30 per 
cent, or about 195, of the 650 
jobs, Quinlan said 


Western Electric has given 


Buffalo workers until late next 
week to indicate whether they 
want to transfer, Quinlan said 


The company believes no 


more than 30 per cent will want 
to move to Omaha, because of 
the distance, and expects the 
number to be significantly less, 
Quinlan said 


If the number wanting trans- 


fers exceeds 30 per cent, the un- 
ion and company will have to 
have further negotiations, Quin- 
lan said 


The new jobs are needed at 


Omaha because Western Elec- 
tric is phasing out production of 
crossbar switching equipment 
used in central telephone of- 
fices 
The equipment is 


becoming outmoded because of 
electronic switching equipment 


Quinlan said Western Electric 


has indicated it plans to have the 
switching equipment pro- 
duction, which now employs 
about 850 persons, phased out by 
July 1977 


The company already has re- 


placement jobs for 200 to 250 of 
the workers, Quinlan said, "So 
we re facing 600 to 650 addition- 
al layoffs" without the Buffalo 
jobs 


If the number of Buffalo 


workers wanting transfers 
reaches the 195 maximum, the 
jobs generated from the plan 
would fall 150 to 200 short of 
filling the void created by the 
switching equipment phase-out 


But Quinlan said the number 


of jobs connected with the Buf- 
falo production is at low ebb 
now because of the recession If 
the economy continues to im- 
prove increased orders could 
provide enough additional work 
to compensate for the phase-out 
of switching equipment

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Western Electric, Union 
Tentatively OK Job Plan 


OMAHA, Neb, (A P)-The 
Western Electric Omaha Works 
and local union officials have 
reached tentative agreement on 
a plan to create 650 new jobs at 
the Omaha plant. The jobs are 
needed to prevent further major 
layoffs during the next 16 
months. 
With the new jobs, union offi­ 
cials hope to keep the number of 
employes at the plant fairly even 
with current levels. Without 
them, 600 to 650 persons present­ 
ly on the payroll could lose their 
jobs because of the phase-out of 
another type of production. 


The new jobs would be mak­ 
ing cable-related products now 
manufactured at a Buffalo, 
N Y., plant that is being closed 
Some of the products already 
are made in Omaha, but most, 
such as telephone cord, are not, 
said Michael Quinlan, president 
of the International Brotherhood 
of Electrical Workers Local 
1974, which represents employes 
at the Omaha Works. 


The union has agreed, subject 
to a membership vote of ap­ 
proval Friday, to allow some 
Buffalo workers to transfer to 
Omaha to accept some of the 
new jobs. But the number of 
transfers cannot exced 30 per 
cent, or about 195, of the 650 
jobs, Quinlan said. 
Western Electric has given 
Buffalo workers until late next 
week to indicate whether they 
want to transfer, Quinlan said. 
The company believes no 
more than 30 per cent will want 
to move to Omaha, because of 
the distance, and expects the 
number to be significantly less, 
Quinlan said. 
If the number wanting trans­ 
fers exceeds 30 per cent, the un­ 
ion and company will have to 
have further negotiations, Quin­ 
lan said. 
The new jobs are needed at 
Omaha because Western Elec­ 
tric is phasing out production of 
crossbar switching equipment 
used in central telephone of­ 
fices. The equipm ent is 


becoming outmoded because of 
electronic switching equipment. 
Quinlan said Western Electric 
has indicated it plans to have the 
switching equipment pro­ 
duction, which now employs 
about 850 persons, phased out by 
July 1977 
The company already has re­ 
placement jobs for 200 to 250 of 
the workers, Quinlan said, “ So 
we re facing 600 to 650 addition­ 
al layoffs" without the Buffalo 
jobs. 
If the number of Buffalo 
workers 
wanting 
transfers 
reaches the 195 maximum, the 
jobs generated from the plan 
would fall 150 to 200 short of 
filling the void created by the 
switching equipment phase-out. 
But Quinlan said the number 
of jobs connected with the Buf­ 
falo production is at low ebb 
now because of the recession. If 
the economy continues to im­ 
prove, increased orders could 
provide enough additional work 
to compensate for the phase-out 
of switching equipment.
